The Health of the Czarewitch Seriously 
Impaired. 


LONDON, Feb. 16.—A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg published here this afternoon 
says that bad news has been received again 
as to the health of the Czarewitch, Grand 
Duke George, the brother of the present 


Czar Nicholas, and second son of the late 
Czar Alexander III. The Czarewitch, who 
is suffering from pulmonary trouble, is 
passing the winter at the Imperial residence 
at Livadia, in the Crimea, his physicians 
having deemed it impossible for him to stand 
the rigorous weather of Northern Russia. | 
The exceedingly low temperature that has 
—— throughout Euro this winter 
owever, has extended to the usual gen 

climate of Livadia and reports have now 
been received that the Czarewitch has been 
affected by the cold weather. It is said that 
he is expectorating blood and his condition 
is regarded as alarming. 

Grand Duke George was born April 27, 
1871. His health was never robust and he 
has several times been seriously ill, causing 
great anxiety to his parents.

It was shortly after daylight when the 
wreck was sighted, amd the first. officer 
and a couple of sailors lowered a boat and 
made a close inspection of the overturned 
vessel. From the wreck Point Reyes bore 
southeast by three-quarters. east and dis- 
tant about twenty-two and one-half miles. 
Bodega Head was northeast by half north, 
about seven miles off. 
As soon as the Umatilla reported the 
derelict, the tugs Vigilant, Fearless and 
Sea King were sent in search of it. The 
Vigilant took a course outside the spot 
designated by the officers of the Umatilla. 
while the Fearless went inside of it. The 
Sea King steamed along ween the tugs 
of the Spreckles company and straight for 
the spot marked in the chart of the Captain 
of the coast steamer. The Sea King sighted 
it first and was soon alongside. By the 
time she reached the derelict the sail was 
awash and little of it showed above the 
water. The Captain of the Red Stack tug 
took possession of it and was preparing to 
tow the capsized vessel into port, when the 
two tugs of the rival company headed for 
the Golden Gate. It will be a hard tow and 
it is not likely that the Sea King will get 
into port with the schooner before this 
afternoon. There is little hope that the 
crew of the unknown wrecked schooner 
were saved. A vessel of her size would 
carry about six men and they all most likely 
found death beneath the waves. :

The nine cases discovered yester- 
day have urged the authorities to renewed 
efforts, for, despite their vigilance, the dread 
pest has made an advance. 

There need be no fear of an 2 tor 
all of the forty-one victims of small-pox 
reported in the past four weeks are colored, 
and the spread of. the disease has been 
traced in the history of each case. Only 
four or five of the afflicted had éver been 
vaccinated, and the scars were old. Not one 
of the four who died—Henry Evans, La- 
fayette Reed, William Williams and Charles 
Horn—had n vaccinated.

“Dr. Gould and I visited the principal 
cities of France, Germany, gium, En- 
gland, Scotland, Norway and Sweden. We 
found no difficulty in obtaining information, 
being treated with marked courtesy. The 
idea that the United States thought their 
arrangements of sufficient importance to 
be investigated struck most people we met 
vith as a pleasing novelty and every as- 
sistance was rendered us. 

MODEL TENEMENTS. 

“By model tenement houses we mean such 
as more nearly resemble the better class of 
apartment housés in this country. They 
must be practically fireproof and include 
Sanitary conveniences, water, light and 
modern arrangements and yet be within the | 
range of the poorer bona fide working peo- 
ple.. All tenement houses that deserve 
to be called models have iron or cement 
stairs and halls. They are built on the 
slow-combustion or fire-proof plan. 

“London shows the most gratifying re- 
sults. I mention only two or three, there 
are the great Peabody, Guinness and Roths- 
hd buildings, all philamthropic enter- 
prises. In addition several large commercial 
corporations obtained concessions and on 
the other hand agreed to limit their divi- 
dends to 4 per cent on the actually invested 
capital They have built excellent tenement 
houses, the tenants reaping the benefit of 
the reduced dividends. All these co ra- 
tions are in a prosperous condition. Some 
of the houses are marvels of comfort. Even 
in the heart of London the rent of an apart- 
ment in such houses averages about 50 cents 
a week for each room. In all these houses 
we found gas, water closets on each floor 
and in some cases baths and hot water on 
each floor. Generally each apartment has 
its own water closet and scullery. 

“Another feature we noticed, though 
somewhat beyond our investigation, * 
County Council has gone to work with en- 
ergy to redeem the slums. Old houses have 
been torn down to give more light and air, 
remaining houses have been put in repair 
and in many cases replaced. It has been 
found a paying investment. The council 
meets in this work with the hearty co-op- 
eration. of business men and investors.

AMERICA’S BEST TENEMENTS. 

“While our attention was directed pri- 
marily abroad, we examined the most nota- 
ble example in this country. The best in- 
stance that fell under my observation was 
the Riverside buildings of Alfred White in 
Brooklyn. In addition to the features enam- 
erated as necessary in model tenement 
houses, Mr. White engages during the 
summer months a band of music to play in 
the evenings twice a week ‘in the court 

ards. There is also a free library and read- 
ng room and bath-houses with hot and 
cold water. The Pratt buildings in Brook- 
lyn and the institutions founded on Cherry 
street at the instance of Felix Adler for 
the very poorest of working people deserve 
mention. In the latter the rents are the 
cheapest and cleanliness and light are at

“In nearly every city of Germany we 
found admirable tenement houses for work- 
ing people. One notable institution of the 
kind is just on the outskirts of Halle on 
the Saale. There several hundred people 
are housed well and cheap] 

One notable feature of this 
an adjoining fleld is subdivided in little 
plats for the tenants. Hanover presents the 
most instructive lesson we found. A num- 
ber of working people became dissatisfied 
over a dozen years ago with the class of 
houses they were getting and the rents 
they had to pay. An association was 
formed. Each member agreed to pay a fixed 
Small sum each week. AS soon as the fund 
was large enough a house was constructed. 
The members of the association drew lots 
for apartments. The rental was made just 
high enough to afford a net income of 4 per 
cent on the investment. This and the week-’ 
R contributions from all the members of 
the association, in uding the tenants, were 
allowed to acgumulate until another house 
could be built. The association grew rapid- 
ly. Several big houses have been built. The 
association is in a most prosperous condi- 
tion. Later accretions to the membership 
are classed somewhat like the different 
series of stockholders in a building and 
loan association, so that those who have

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THE FENDER BILL. 


The Council Railroad Committee acted 
wisely in adopting the view regarding 
the street car fender bill which the Post- 
Dispatch advocated. The report of the

The bill provides that life-saving fen- 
ders in addition to wheel guards shall 
be placed upon all motor cars by Oct. 1, 
and that the fenders adopted by the com- 
panies must be approved in writing by 
the Board of Public Improvements.

THE SUGAR DIFFERENTIAL. 

The favorable report of the bill repeal- 
ing. the sugar differential of one-tenth of 
a cent by the Finance Committee offers 
an opportunity for the Senate to do a 
good stroke of work before the close of 
the session. : 2 4 

This differential was inserted in the 
tariff law solely for the benefit of the 
Sugar Trust and as a result of the per- 
nicious work of its corrupt lobby. It 
is not merely a discriminating measure, 
but a clear violation of treaty obliga- 
tions, affording just ground for Ger- 
many’s retaliatory measures against 
American products. 

The differential, therefore, embodies a 
double wrong to the people.

MEXICAN CATTLE IMPORTA TIONS.

Except for Immediate Slaughter. 

Since the tariff has been reduced from $10 
to $2 per head on imported cattle, dealers 
have been importing cattle from Mexico. 
It is estimated that between 50,000 and 100,000 
head have been contracted for by Texas and 
Northern dealers, upon which from $2 to $3 
have been made as part payment. Many of 
these cattle were bought with the intention 
of feeding them in Texas, and it is said that 
some of them were contracted for by cattle 
men in the Northern States.

The provisions of the regulations are as fol- 
ag oe the 15th day Of February to the ist 
day ol W<ccmber. no cattle are to be trans- 
ported from uny place south of the line to 
any portion of the United States, north or 
— except by rail, for immediate slaugh-

This leaves an open season from Dec. 1 to 
Feb. 15 in which southern cattle can be 
shipped to any part of the United States, 
which time expired on Thursday. Any of 
the cattle that did not get north of the line 
Sega to that time can not be fed north 
of it. 

None of the St. Louis live stock dealers 
are pecuniarily interested in these cattle.
